Some of the techniques employ­ 
ed today for those disabled by 
polio and other causes were un­ 
known or unused as recently as 
IO or even 5 years ago.

As petitions were being circulated on a pro­ 
posed hospital, a number of questions were asked 
by signers and some of these have been passed on 
to us to attempt to answer. 


One was, who will run or operate the hospital? 
The project will be under the supervision of a hos­ 
pital board of governors, and probably these gov­ 
ernors will be appointed by the County Judge and 
Commissioners Court. It is the duty of this small, ap­ 
pointed board to locate a hospital manager or ad­ 
ministrator, and their duty alone. Although mem­ 
bers of the board will undoubtedly be broad mind­ 
ed and listen to suggestions, it is their decision to 
pick the person whom they feel best qualified to 
run the hospital. 


The present 22-man Medina County Hospital 
Committee, would certainly be overstepping their 
authority if they attempted to decide who is to man­ 
age it. It is not their place to even indicate a pre­ 
ference. 


Another question asked has been, who will re­ 
ceive profits, if any, from its operation? Many new 
hospitals lose money in their first few months of 
operation until they have a steady flow of room 
usage. This has not been true in Uvalde, however, 
where the hospital has operated under several ad­ 
ministrators during the past nine years but has been 
operating in the black since the year it opened. 


Profits are not great, but what does accumulate 
is sometimes used to replenish hospital costs on the 
real charity cases which any hospital is expected to 
do, even though patients are expected to pay for 
services when they can afford them. Other profits 
are set aside to allow for depreciation. As every 
businessman knows, even 
new equipment wears 
out eventually and has to be replaced. A well-car­ 
ed for tractor may last for 20 years, but when its 
owner needs a new one, it is smart business for 
him to have saved a little bit over that 20 year 
period to pay for a new one when he needs it. 


A few people have commented, why should I 
pay more taxes just to help someone else get rich? 
Operating a hospital is not a get rich proposition. 
It is usually just a little better than a break-even 
proposition. And on the same general topic the ques­ 
tion has been asked, why can t a group of doctors 
pool their resources and build a hospital? The an­ 
swer here is the same, for doctors would not get rich 
on building and operating a hospital. In fact, we 
have heard doctors say they would not have one 
as a gift. A doctors duties are concerned with help­ 
ing the sick and if he has to spend his time trying 
to keep a good staff of nurses and a dietitian or 
worrying about the condition of the plant or listen­ 
ing to petty complaints of patients who had rather 
be on the south side of the building instead of on 
the north side, he obviously has to do it by taking 
time that he could spend with his patients. These 
p,oblems can best be handled by a hospital ad­ 
ministrator. 


And then there is that question of cost. A coun­ 
ty official has said that on a 20-year basis, a tax­ 
payer who has tendered $500 in property for taxa­ 
tion on the county tax rolls will pay only $1 per year 
as his part of building a hospital of which we can 
all be proud, lf the taxpayer has rendered $1000 in 
property for taxation, he pays just $2 annually, or 
if his property is as large as $10,000 on the tax 
rolls, his share would be a mere $20 per year. Un 
derstand, these are the assessed valuations and not 
the value you would place on your property if you 
were going to sell it. Assessed valuations are much, 
much lower than selling price valuations.

It is time to think about Thom­ 
as Jefferson. Clever lawyers have 
finally devised an adroit method 
to by-pass the jury system. They 
are attempting to write this me­ 
thod into the law under he name 
fo "civil rights.” 


In its present form, the "civil 
rights” bill would: 


Enable a Federal District At­ 
torney to go into Federal court 
when he believes someone is to 
be deprived of a voting right. 


Enable the Federal judge to 
issue an injunction against the 
acts which the Attorney General 
suspects may happen. 


Enable the Federal judge to de­ 
cide without a jury when the in­ 
junction has been violated. 
Enable the Federal judge un­ 
der criminal contempt proceed­ 
ings without a jury to assess 
fixed jail sentences and fines. 
In other words, 
the 
Federal 
judge — in each individual case 
— makes the law, decides when 
it has been violated, tries the de­ 
fendants and fixes the penalties. 
All of this takes place without a 
jury. 
.An amendment has been drawn 
by three Senators — O’Mahoney 
of Wyoming, Kefauver of*Tennes- 
see, Church of Idaho. All three 
are “liberals.” All three believe 
in voting rights. But they also be­ 
lieve that a man should not be 
branded a criminal without the 
opportunity to state his case ve- 
fore a jury. 
That is the sole issue involved 
in the jury trial amendment. No­ 
body objects ot the courts having 
full power to enforce legitimate 
decrees and orders. Nobody ob­ 
jects to adequate safeguards for 
the right to vote. 
But man of us object to devious 
schemes to convict men and wo­ 
men 
under 
criminal 
contempt 
without trial by jury. That is 
why we support the O’Mahoney- 
Kefauver-Church amendment.

L. W. Graff farm southeast of 
Hondo. 
Diversion terraces play 
an important part in erosion con- 
rol on cultivated land by divert­ 
ing outside water safely around 
the fields or into a sodded wa­ 
terway. There is a great need 
for all these practices over the 
district. So, contact your local 
Soil Conservation Service office.

But oftentimes there is a hid­ 
den spectre waiting to complicate 
what may appear to be a simple 
little glass cut or nail puncture. 
This spectre is tetanus, common­ 
ly called lockjaw. 


Lockjaw is an acute disease of 
the nervous system caused by 
poisons f r o m wounds infected 
with tetanus bacteria. These or­ 
ganisms, Clostridium tetani, are 
found in the soil, especially in the 
feces of domesticated animals.
